International telecoaiaunleat ions are a powerful inatnuaent of 
national policy. However, tbs technical and engineering aspects of 
the problem have to be closely integrated with the over-all needs of 
national security and tied to over-all policy, planning, and guidance. 
Recent studies conducted for the Mtiooal Security Council by the 
Te2e«aassmications Advisor to the President with the assistance of 
the principal eomauaicat ions organisations of the government, pointed 
up t he dependence of the technical praties® of teieooarauni cat ions 
upon broad national policy decisions. 

Ibe report of the President** Coaeaunicaticns Balicy Board sub- 
alt tad in March 1951 > considered many of the interrelated national 
and international problems inherent in the present t^lecaHsuaicaUcms 
situation, and the report of the President’s Cusalttee on International 
Information Activities recently eosapleted stresses the importance of 
top level policy control and guidance of all instruments of foreign 
information ♦ Rev scientific techniques, which acme believe capable 
of transoceanic transmission of television programs, should be 
evaluated in term of the urgent needs of improved international 
cccmmicaiioru* for national security and other national policy pur- 
poses. They should also be Judged in tanas of the limited nuabur 
of television receivers, in use in foreign countries and the problem 
of different technical standards of transmission. 
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Current and planned future studies being raede at the direct Ur: 
of the f&tiaraal iecurity Council are Intended to improve our inter- 
national telcccnsamicationsy to render them more effective m an 
instrument of Rational policy and to speed the utilization of new 
techniques to the maximal possible extent. These studies should t*e 
encouraged to proceed at the maxi tom possible rate. The creation 
of another coraaissioti to deal with a specific portico of the total 
t«ieec**Bunicstions problem out Loping! n& ape sj the responsibilities 
of the Oepartaento of state wad Defense, the International Informa- 
tion Administration, and the federal Ccnanuclcations Coesisaicn, as 
brought together at the National Security Council, might retard 
rather than accelerate the exploitation of new techniques of inter- 
national telectissnadcations.
